The Senatorial Committee on the Stone Dill 
to abate the wire nuisance, aftera quiet 
Sunday which afforded the members plenty 
of time to walk about the city and take in the 
beauties of the spider-like network of wires:

The chairman sad that 
after examining’ the representatives 
all the companies concerned 
ould summon a number of the prominent 
business men in the city in addition to those 
already notified to appear. Some of the 
members of the committee thought that 
Andrew J. O’Keilley, Superintendent of City 
Lighting, must have been badly confused on 
Saturday when he swore that the conduit 
system was more dangerous to human life 
than the overbead, and it was determined to 
recall bim and see if something more ra- 
tional could not be got out of him. Where 
is this Mr. O’ Reilley they speak of so highly?“ 
said a committeeman whose questions on 
Saturday indicated that he did not think 
well of the expert’s opinions. I don’t 
know,’’ said an opponent of the Stone Dill, 
but, pon my soul, O’Reilley’s doing —— 
well. 

„O0 Reilley, who says he fa vors the conduit 
system and yet strove to xte it a black eye, 
was present and ready to again go on the in- 
quisitorial rack. 

SILVESTER’S SCHEME. 

Mr. Henry Silvester, who has an application 
before the Council for an ordinance, No, 204, 
to provide for the laying of a subway under 
the entire surface of the streets, was also 


present, and had brought for the inspection 


ot the committeemen a miniature section of 
nis patented conduit. The model of the con- 
duit patent shows that the street pavement is 
from curb to curb, and 


the conduit would form a kind of cellar 
junder the paving and sidewalks. Men could 
walk about from one street to another, put in 
new pipes and wires and repair old ones 
without digging up the streets, entering the 
conduit by means of man-holes. Ihe man- 
holes would under this patent have iron 
grating covers for the purposes of ventila- 
tion and light, and there would be ample 
room in it, Mr. Silvester-said, for all sorts of 
wires, pipes, sewers and cold storage mains. 

One of the advantages claimed for this sys- 

tem of conduit is that it would be warm 

enough to prevent the freezing of pipes in 
winter and cool enough in summer for the 
uses of the cold storage company. The pro- 

ed ordinance has been referred to street 

Commissioner Murphy, who has examined 

the patent, as aiso has President Burnett of 

the Board of Public Improvements, and Mr. 

Silvester stated that those gentlemen ap- 
proved ot it.

‘MANNERISMS IN THE -PULPIT. 


Preachers Li¢cuss Some of Their Sreth- 
ren’s Ecceatriotties— The Satolli Matter. 


Rev. Henry Naumann read a paper on 
‘*Pulpit Mannerisms’’ at this morning’s 
meeting of the Methodist ministers, 
He condemned many practices which 
have became characteristic of some 
ministers. Dr. Naumann did not 


think that the preacher should walk around 
in the pulpit, nor should he stand as im- 
movable as a statue. The preachers who 
caress their beards while in the pulpit and 
stroke their mustaches merited Dr. Nan- 
mann’s rebuke. He spoke at length about the 
propriety of gestures, the becoming pitch of 
the ice and the correct manner of reading 
the scriptural lessons. Rev. Mr. Bradford, tao 
commenting on the paper, made a reference 
to a West End minister who all but lies 
down in the pulpit, according to 
Mr. Braaford’s description of how he 
lolis and poses. Rev. Mr. Miller asked 
whether this minister did not sometimes 
stand with hisarms akimboand his thumbs 
inthe armholes of his vest. Mr. Bradford 
answered yes, and all the ministers present 
looked a knowing look. Dr. Masden defended 
the object of the criticism with 
the statement thatthe minister in question 
hada very philosophical mind. Rey. Dr. 
Masden madeavery bumorous address on 
the subject of mannerisms. He spokeof his 
own habit of finding relief and change of 
thought in taking his handkerchief 
out of his pocket and putting 
it back again. Rev. Mr. Jacobi 
said that he did not mind the eccentricities 
ot a preacher if he had thoughts and the 
language to express them. At the same 
time he believed that the preacher should 
have well -Atting trousers, a correct coat and 
a finished vest, with an ‘immaculate shirt 
and a faultlesstie. Mr. Jacobi condemned 
the use of mustaches by ministers. He could 
find no justification forthem. As many of 
the ministers present had mustaches, Mr. 
Jacobi’s statement led toa discussion. Some 
said that it was very improper for 
a minister with a muStache to pass 
the. communion cup to a delicate lady. 
Others thought that a clean mustache was 
cleaner than a clean pair of lips. The mat- 
ter of good reading and the correct 
pronunciation: of God!“ were side 
issues of the general discussion. 
The meeting indorsed a series of resolutions 
adopted by the Methodist ministers of San 
Francisco condemning the Chinese registra- 
tion act. 

‘the Baptist ministers at their weekly con- 
ference to-day again discussed the cour- 
tesles extended to Mgr. Satoill, the Papal 
Delegate by the Treasury Department, on the 
occasion of Satolli’s arrivalin New York,Oct. 
12. The point was made that while 
personal courtesies are often ex- 
tended to distinguished foreigners, official 
courtesies are not given to the professéd rep- 
resentatives of any creed or religion. A let- 
ter from Dr. John Hall of the eminent 
New York Presbyterian Church, said 
that to the writer’s knowledge official 
courtesies were never” extended to any 
prominent Presbyterians. Other letters ofa 
a similar nature were read. 

The Southern Methodist ministers 
listened to the analysis af a 
sermon by Felix R. Hill. The totalof acces- 
sions reported was forty-three.

MR. MANGET RETURNS. 


A St. Louisan Who Was on tbe City of 
Fexing Relates His Exper:esce. 


Mr. Fred Manget, who wasa passenger on 
board the City of Peking, which recently ar- 
rivedat San Francisco after being twelve 
days overdue and virtually given upof lost, 
arrived in St. Louls this morning and im- 
mediately went out to his home at Fer- 
guson. Mr. Manget was seen at 
his office on the northeast corner of Broad - 
way and Chestnut street about noon to-day 


where a number of friends were waiting to 
congratulate him on his escape from a long 
sleep in the cradle of the Pacific. 

Mr. Manget and Mr. J. W. go ae = 
left here in November last 0 
take a trip to Japan solely 
ior pleasure and recreation. It was mainly 
the sea voyage I wanted,’’ said dir. Manget, 
‘‘and I can assure you I got all I wanted of it 
before I got back to Frisco. We left Yoko- 
hama on the 10th of January last, and the 
trip was uneventful until the 2ist of that 
month. 

About 7 0’cloek that morning I was awak- 
ened by a peculiarly harsh and grating sound 
as though the machinery was crushing some- 
thing. laroseand prepared to dress when 
Mr. Stockbridge came into my stateroom and 
informed me that we had broken 
our shaft. There was __littie alarm 
aboard. The engineer realized as soon as 
the accident happened just what had oc- 
curred and immediately shut down the en- 
gines. ‘hey were making 4,000 revolutions 
at the time, and had they not been shut down 
the accident might have been more serious. 
As it was the shaft was broken beneath the 
water, and so it was impossible to 
get at it. Wwe were then 1,100 miles 
out from Frisco, and were told that we 
could make it under sail in fourteen or fifteen 
Gays. It really took us seventeen, days. 

Had you plenty of provisions?“ 

„We would not have starved,as we had 
enough rice on board to feed an army of 
Chinamen, but on the last day we had for 
dinner the last fresh meat and the last 
dainties there were in the larder.’’ 

Ws did not sight even a sail from the time 
we left Yokohama until the tugcame out to 
us from Frisco. We had everything ready to 
display signals of distress had we seen a 
ship, but nothing appeared in sight. ’*

HOME RULE. 


Gladstone’s Masterful Presenta- 
tion of Ireland’s Cause. 


England Must Now Choose Between 
Autonomy and Coercion. 


ALL PROMISEES MADE WHEN THE UNION 
WAS FORMED HAVE BEEN BROKEN. 


The Present Policy of Repression Cannot 
Long Continue—A People Who Feel the 
Effects of Coercien Do Not Sympathize 
With the Power That Inflicts It—Greet- 
ing Extended tothe Famous Statesman 
as He Entered the Commons—Synopsis 
of the Bill. 


Loxpox, Feb. 18.—Inquiry at Downing 
street this morning showen that Mr. 
Gladstone was in admirable form and looking 
forward with pleasure to the exertion of the’ 
day. He slept well during the night and be- 
gan work at 9:30 this morning, assisted by 
his secretaries. From early morning the 
scene in the palace yard, Westminster, was 
one of the most animated description, peo- 
“ple assembling to watch the arrival of mem- 
bers. 

When noon arrived the inner lobby was 
packed with members and the approaches 
crowded, and when the doors opened there 
was a disorderly rush for seats and the 
members shouting and struggling like a mob 
of excursionists. 

P. J. Foley, the Nationalist member, was 
the first to make his appearance, closely 
foilowed by David Sheehey, Secretary of the 
Irish National Federation and brother of 
Father Sheehey, one of the persecuted patri- 
ots of the Forster regime. Mr. Sheehey isa 
member for South Galway and is grateful to 
Mr. Gladstone for having denounced the 
magistrate that refused him bail when his 
wife was dangerously Ill. 

Honest John Roach, Nationalist M. P. for 
East Galway, was also among the first ar- 
rivals, as well as Mr. Charles Tanner, M. P. 
for Cork, one of the most flerce, popular and 
best-hearted of the Nationalist leaders. 

The veteran Caleb Wright, Liberal, M. P. 
for Southwest Lancashire, who is 82 years of 
age, was unable to hold his own in the crush, 
fell down in the doorway and was trampled 
upon until John Burns, labor representative, 
opposed his shoulder to the crowd while 
Wright was picked up and borneaway. The 
melee settled down at last and all got in their 
seats and waited for the feast of Gladstonian 
eloquence. Every seat in the house except 
the Government bench was occupied. 


THE HOME RULE BILL. 

The following synopsis covers the im- 
portant features of the Irish Home Rule bill 
as cabled from London on Jan. 29: 

: GLADSTONE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Gladstone entered the House of Com- 
mons at 3:30 0’clock. Every Libera] and Irish 
Nationalist In the House stood up and greeted 
him with prolonged and enthustastic cheers. 
When Mr. Gladstone arose at 3:43 o’clock to 
Introduce the home rule bill, there was 
another demonstration, so earnest and irre- 
pressible that it was several minutes before 
he could be heard. 

Mr. Gladstone spoke as follows ina clear, 
strong and resonant voice: 

*‘‘Imay without impropriety remind the 
House that the voices which usdally pleaded 
the cause of Irish self-government in Irish 
affairs have within these walls during the 
last seven years been almost entirely mute. 
Ireturn, therefore, to the period of 1886, 
when a proposition ofthis kind was submitted 
on the part of the Government of the dax. 
and I beg to remind the House of the position 
then taken by all the promoters of these 
measures. We said that we had arrived at a 
point in our transaction with Ireland where 
the two roads parted. a 

ou have, we said, ‘to choose one or 
the other.’ One is the way of Irish ‘autonomy 
according to the conceptions I have just re- 
ferred to; the other is the way of coercion. 
That is ourcontention. It will be the recol- 
lection of the House now that 
contention was most stoutly and 
largely denied. It was said over 
and over again by many members 
opposite, ‘We are not coercionists; we do 
not adoptthat alternative and neither can 
we adopt it. [Ministerial cheers.] That as- 
sertion of theirs was undoubtedly sustained 
by the proposals, especially from the 
dissentient Liberals, of various plans for 
dealing with Irish affairs. Those plans, 
though they fell entirely short in principle 
and in scope of Irish self-government, yet 
were of no trivial or mean importance. They 
went far beyond what had heretofore been 
usual in the way of local self-government for 
Ireland, 

AUTONOMY OR COERCION. 

„Well, what has been the result of the 
dilemma as it was then put forwara on this 
sidé ot the House and repelled by the other? 
Has our contention that the choice lay de- 
tween autonomy and coercion been justified or 
not? [Liberal cheers.] What has become of 
all of those important schemes for giving 
Ireland self-government and giving her 
even a central establishment in!Dublin with 
limited powers? All have vanished into thin 
air; but the reality remains. The roads were 
still there—autonomy or coercion. The 
choice lay between them and the cholce was 
made to repeal autonomy and embrace coer- 
cion. You cannot always follow coercion in 
an absolutely uniform method. 

In 1886 for the first time coercion was im- 
posed on Ireland in the shape of a permanent 
law added to the statute book. This state of 
things constituted an offending against the 
harmony and traditions of self-government. 
It was a distinct and violent breach of the 
promise on the faith of which union 
was obtained. That permanent system of 
repression infilcted apon the country 
a state of things which could not 
continue to exist. lt was impos- 
sible to bring the inhabitants of the 
country under coercion into sympathy with 
the coercive power, Mr. Gladstone proceeded 
to dilate at length upon the circumstances 
under which the act of union was passed, 
the promise of equality in the laws and of 
commercial equality under which union was 
effected. „It was then prophesied 
confidently,’’ he said, that Irish. 
men would take their laces 
in the Cabinet of the United Kingdom, but it 
has been my honored destiny tosit in Cabi- 
nets with no less than sixty to seventy 
statesmen, of whom only one, the Duke 
of Wellington, was an Irishman, while 
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Pitt promised equal laws When the Union was 
formed, but. the broken promises made to 


Ireland were unhappily wrkten in indelible 
characters in the history of the country. 
! GROWTH OF HOME RULE SENTIMENT. 

Coming to 1832, when the resurrection of the 
people began, and thence down to 1880, Ire- 
land could present only a mall minority in 
fa vor of restoring to her something in the 
nature of constitutional rights and practical 
self- government. It is astonishing 
that so little weight is attached by many to 
the fact that before 1886—before 1885, indeed 
—Irish wishers of self-government were rep- 
resented only by a small. minority. Since 
1885, when the wide extension of the franchise 
was protected by the secret ballot, Ireland’s 
position has been improved in Parliament. 
In 1886 there were elghty-five Nation- 
alists, or more th five-eighths. 
[Cheers.] They have deen reduced 
from eighty-five to eighty under circum- 
stances somewhat peculiar, [Hear! hear!] 
and 1 must frankly own 9 myself among 
others, for reasons totally and absolutely un- 
intelligible. [Cheers.] Let us look at the 
state ot the case as it no stands. There 
are but eighty out of 100that is to say— 
the wishes of Ireland for Irish self- 
government are represented only by 
four-fifths, [Laughter.] Sonorable gentle- 
men seem to have no respect for such a 
majority as that. Do they recollect, sir, that 
never has there deen such a majority. 
[Cheers.] No Parliament of the last fifty 
years has come within meastrable dis- 
tance of it. II there be  any- 
thing in the great principle of seit- 
government, which if i de _ reality 
never can work except through the 
machinery and by the laws of representa- 
tion at any rate the voice of the Irish people, 
the persistency, of the Irish people in deliver- 
ing that voice and the ceful constitu- 
tional circumstances under which it has been 
delivered, [Ministerial e rs and opposi- 
tion laughter] constitute a great fact in his- 
tory. = : 


NOT A UNITED NATION, 

„It is said—and Iadmit with truth—that 
Ireland is not a united eountry. I don’t 
deny that the division which exists is 
a fact of great moment, In truth were 
Ireland uniied anything that can render 
Ireland formidable would Become much more 
formidable. Were Irelan@united all opposi- 
tion would vanish as a shadow. [Hear, hear]. 
Ireland is not united in thissense,:that in one 
portion of the country not a mere majority of 
the higher classes, bout a considerable popu- 
lar feeling is opposed to the present national 
movement, 

Itis said by the party opposite that the 
ministry in the North of Ireland is 
arrayed in unalterabie opposition to 
home rule. Uphappliy at the suc- 
cessful instigation of those whose 
plot it was to divide the people of Ireland 
when they were united at the close of the 
last century, through the medium mainly of 
Orange lodges and through religious animos- 
ity, there was an alteration of feeling, 
but the Protestants of ireland, during the 
period ofthe Independent Irish Parliament 
were themselves not only willing but zealous 
and enthusiastic supporters of Irish nation- 
ality. Inasmuch as their political life was 
at that period more highly developed, 
they led or the Roman lic population 
in the political movement which distin- 
guished that perion. [Cheer}. 

This is written broadcast upon the history 
of the time. Genuine national sentiment in 
the sense of national unity had at one time 
prevailed among the North of Ireland Pro- 
testants. We have seen them alter, not 
through their own fault, are not ready 
to be persuaded that they will not 
alter back again to the sentiments 
of their own ancestors [Cheers.] and with 
their own blood and their own people form 
one innoble, gigrious unity.’’ 

Alluding to English feeling towards Irish 
bome ruld Mr. Gladstone said he would re- 
frain from urging that England would find 
herself exhausted and her work made im- 
practible by resistance to Irish demands. 
He could well conceive England maintaining, 
if so minded, resistance to Irish demands, 
but England’s conversion to home rule had 
been rapid. 

en 1886 England’s majority adverse to 
home rule was 211. It has now declined to 71. 
In face of such a fact, who would guarantee 
the permanence of the opposition of the re- 
minder? [Cheers]! He would now ask 
the patient indulgence of the 
House whilst giving an ac- 
count of the bill. [cheers]. He could not 
undertake to supply a mere table of con- 
tents. The bill, if it did. would probably be. 
wilder his hearers. He would rather seek to 
present the salient points, hopingto leavea 
living impression. 

It was6o’clock when Mr. Gladstone con- 
cluded his speech, 


The executive government of Ireland is to con- 
tinue vested in her majesty and to be carried on by 
the Lord Lieutenant in behalf of her majesty witi 
the aid of such counsel as her majesty may from time 
to time see fit. Subject to any instructions which 
may from time to time te given by her majesty, the 
Lord Ligutenant shail give or withhold the consent 
of her Majesty to bills passed by tne Irish legis- 
lative body, and shall exercise the prerogatives of 
her majesty in summoning, proroguing and dissoly- 
ing the Irish legislative body, and any prerogatives 
the exercise of which may be delegated to him by 
her majesty. 

There shall be established in Ireland a legislature 
consisting of the Queen and an Irish legislative 
body, empowered to make amendments and to re- 
peal laws for the peace, order and good government 
of Ireland. The power to enact laws on the fellow- 
ing subjects is retained by the Imperial Parliament: 
The statutes originally of the crown or the succes- 
sien to the crown, or à regency; the making of war 
or peace; the army, navy, militia, volunteers or 
other military or naval forces for the defense of the 
realm :treaties and other relations with foreign states, 
or the relations between the various parts 
of her majesty’s dominions; Gigmities or titles of 
honor, prisoners of war, offenses against the war of 
nations, or offenses in violation of A treaty made 
between her majesty and auf foreign state, or 
offenses committed on the high seas, treason, alien- 
age Or naturalization; trade, navigation or quaran- 
tine; the postal and telegraph service, except as 
hereinafter in this act mentioned with respect to the 
transmission of letters and telegrams in Ireland;

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AS TO TAXATION. 

Duties of customs and duties ef collestions in 
Ireland are to be applied to Irish charges, and any 
excess applied as part o the . public 
revenues under control ofthe Irish Government. 
It is made the duty of the Irish Legislature to im- 
pose all such taxes, duties and imposts as may be 
necessary to raise a sufficient revenue to meet all 
sums charged for the time being on the Irish con- 
solidated fund. Thisfund if to meet advances to- 
ward expensés of the Irish Government, debts in- 
curred by the Irish Government, the salaries of 
judges-of any court, and all ments for Irish 
services exceptthe salary of the lord lieutenants.

It shail net be lawful forthe Irish legislative body 
to adopt or pass any vote, resolution, address or bill 
for the raising or ap priation for any rpose of 
any part of the public revenue of Ireland, or of any 
tax, duty er impest, except in pursuance of a recom- 
mendation from her majesty signified through the 
Lord Lieutenant in the session in which said vote, 
resolution, address or bill is proposed. 

The exchequer division of the High Court of 
Justice is to be a Court of Exchequer for revenue 
purposes, and any vacancy occurring in the vourt is 
to be filled by her majesty on the joint recommenda- 
tion of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland and the Lord 
High Chancellor of Great Britain. This division is 
to try all cases affecting the Treasury, customs and 
excise and the officers thereot, and an appeal is to 
lie only to the House of Lords. 

POLICE CONTROL. 

The Dublin Metropolitan police are to continue 
subject to the Lord Lieutenant fora period of five 
years, or until the Irish administration will guaran- 
tee that an adequate legal police system has been or- 
ganized. The Koyal Irish Censtabulary while it ex- 
ists is to continue subject to the control of the Lord 
Lieutenant; Dut the Irish Legislature may provide 
for the establishment and maintenance of a police 
force in counties and boroughs in Ireland under the 
control of the local authorities, and arrangements 
may be made between the ‘lreasury and the Irish 

Joverninents for the establishment and maintenaace 
of police reserves. 

Clause 22 gives the crownthe right to veto all 
bills of the Irish Legislature, and gives Irish repre- 
~~ peers the right to sit in the House of Lerds 
at Westminster and vote on all imperial questions. 
Cortroversies regarding constitutional questiens are 
to be referred to the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council for decision. The functions of the 
Lord Lieutenant are the same as in the bill of 1886, 
and the r is to remain for five years under 
the control of the Imperial Government, then to 
pase under the controi of the irish Government. 
Otber provisions are similar to the bill of 1886. 


JACKSON GETS THE GOWN. 


The Senate Judiciary Committee Will Re- 
port the Supreme Court Appointment. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Senate 

Judiclary Committee this morning in a brief 
session decided to report favorably the nomi- 
nation of Judge Howell E. Jackson, to be 
one of the Associate Justices, of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. When this nominitiou came 
upone week ago to-day the Democrats en- 
tered a formal protest tothe consideration, 
and under the rules the matter went over 
until the next meeting of the committee, which 
was to-day. The Republican members in the 
meantime decided that they would brook no 
further delay, inasmuch as there were no 
charge of any kind, and the determination 
was reached that the nomination should be 
acted upon this morning. When the com- 
mittee met the Democratic members 
stated that there would no longer 
oppose the report to the Sen- 
ate but intimated that they reserved the 
right to take such steps as they saw fit when 
the question of confirmation came before the 
Senate itself. The committee will make a 
favorable report on the nomination on the 
next executive session, possibly this afternoon 
and if there be any serious Democratic op- 
position it willthen havethe opportunity to 
make itself manifest. It is understood that 
the Republicans will vote asa unit for con- 
firmation. 


NONE HEARD THE PRAYER. 


SENATORS ARSENT DURING THE RELIGIOUS 
SERVICES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 13.—The Chaplain

The Triumphant Scotchman Is Better. — 
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O’DONNELL’S TRIAL 


The Once Powerful Leader Arraigned 
on a Murder Charge. 


DESERTED BY HIS FRIENDS AND FOL- 
LOWERS WHEN HE FACES THE JURY. 


Rise and Fall of a Master Workman— 
Death of a Defaulter—A New York 
Official Wanted on a Criminal Charge 
—Fleeced a Missouri Lamb-Shot a 
Milkman—Robbed a Chinaman. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Feb. 13.—By far the most 
interesting and important trial growing out 
of the Homestead riot is that of Hugh O’Don- 
nell for murder, which was taken up this 
morning before Judge Stowe. Hugh O’Don- 
nell was unquestionably the leader of the 
Homestead men in the earlier and more 
stirring period of the famous struggle. His 
strong personal magnetism impressed his 
fellow-worgmen long before June 2. 
He had deen, unconsciously per- 
haps, their leader for several years 
and when the crash actually came 
he was by unspoken, but unanimous, con- 
sent made dictator. In that position he he- 
came the idol of his followers and of the 
workingmen of the entire country for weeks. 
He had but to appear and golden showers 
followed his appeal foraid. He was offered 
many positions, but elected to remain at 
homeas Chairman of the Advisory Board 
and at that time Mr. O’Donnell wasthe Ad- 
visory Board, 

His downfall was more sudden than his 
elevation. The cause was never satisfac- 
torily explained, But one day it was an- 
nounced that Mr. O'Donnell bad gone East. 
He disappeared fortwo. weeks, returned for 
one week and again lert with the same 
meteoric suddenness. It was contended by 
his friends that jealously on the part of other 
members ofthe Advisory Board led to his 
transportation. from Homestead. At all 
events he had scarcely left when the Advi- 
sory Committee gave out that he he resigned 
and Thomas J. Crawford was elected in his 
stead. About one week after Hugh O’Don- 
nell was arrested and cast into jail. 

He has only been out twice, once to an 
Alderman’s office and another time into 
court on an application for ball, which was 


refused. 

It was astonishing how soon O’Donnell 
passed from the public mind at Homestead. 
After his deposition from the board, the 
strong influence which secured that also 
sealed the tongues of gossipand O’Donnell’s 
name seemed tabooed there. Even in jall, 
save for his faithful wife, he had few callers, 
and when his trial called him once again into 
public attention O'Donnell had been practi- 
cally forgotten, even by those who once de- 
lighted most to couple his name with ex- 
travagant praise. 

Hugh O’Donnell was the sole occupant of 
the prisoners’ box at10 o’clock. Long con- 
finement had intensified thenatural pallor of 
his cheeks and his night-biack hair, eyes 
and mustache made him a very striking 
figure. He wasattiredin somber colors, a 
departure from the dressy, jovial O’Donneli 
ofa year ago. He wore a black Prince Al- 
bert coat, black tie and turned-down Uar. 
As he satinthe box he looked weary and 
pressed his head with his handkercnies to 
relieve the aching caused by a sleepless 
night. When his attorneys came he shook 
hands with them, his face brightened and 
hs saic he felt fairly well, considering his 
long confinement. 

He is indicted for the murder of T. C. Con- 
nors, as were Clifford and Critchlow. When 
the indictment wasread to him and he was 
asked whether hewas guilty, O’Donnell re- 
plied in a clear, ringing voice. Not gullty.

UNAVAILING HEROISM. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 13.~Three unknown 
persons, supposed to be two men anda boy, 
were drowned toeday in the Mystic River near 
the foot of Baldwin street, Charlestown. 


Several hundred persons were skating in this 
vicinity, when several Doys playing. near 
Tuft’s wharf came rushing up, screaming at 
the top of their voices. Three persons had 
deen seen to venture out on the thin 
ice over the channel of the river and 
the boys said they were inthe water. The 
crowd rusbed for the spot, headed by Jobn 
Blake, a machinist, and his brother Frank. 
When within seventy-five feet of the channel 
the ice began to crack under them, and all 
stopped but John Blake, who carefully picked 
his way twenty-five feet further, from where 
he saw a young man apparentiy about 
20 years Of age, struggling to keep 
his head above water. No signs of 
the other man and the boy could 
be seen and it is thought that they went 
down almost instantly. Some of the crowd 
had procured a rubber hose which was passed 
to Blake. He threw it down toward the 
drowning man, but it fellsnort. A young 
manthen tied alife-preserver around him 
and fastening a rope to it,. the other 
end being held by men on the ice 
he jumped into the water and pushe 
a plank tothe man, who was unable to re- 
tain his hold upon it. Blake, with a rope 
fastened about him, then swam to the man, 
but just as he reached him the man sank for 
the last time.

A FLOOD IN MARYLAND. 

Fort Deposit, Md., Feb. 13.— The Susque- 
hanna River was running wild last night. 
For several days the people living at Port 
Deposit have been preparing for the break- 


ing up of the ice, which was gorged at Me- 
Call’s Ferry, a point about twenty-six miles 
above. 

For nine miles the ice was piled mountain 
high. Port Deposit was submerged in 1886 
andthe people Knew what to expect should 
the break come and the ice fail to findan 
Outlet. Throughout yesterday they were 
moving their belongings from the river front 
and carrying them to the hills. 

The only hotel in the place, which is far 
back, is filled with women and children, who 
went there to be taken to the country beyond 
in case the water invaded the hotel. 

At7 o’clock the expected break came and 
by 9o’clock the lower part ot Port * — 
was submerged. The ice is now coming down 
in great masses and pushing its way through 
a narrow channel. 

The river is alarmingly high and the 
noise made dy the lce as it comes thunder- 
ing down would interfere with sleep. even 
should the scared inhabitants desire rest. 
The greater mass of iceis yet expected. It 
may reach here by noon, and perhaps even 
later. Should the flow increase and the 
river keep on rising Port Deposit will be 
under water and the damage will be enor- 
mous, 


AN OLD SOLDIER KILLED. 
MONTICELLO, III., Feb. 18.—Charies Dean of 
this city was instantly killed here this morn- 
ing at the coffin elevator. He was caught 
between the elevator building by an Illinois 
Central train that was switching, and was 
horribly mutilated, having his head cut 
entirely oft and his remains scattered along 
the track. He was an old soldier, having 
served in the 107th Illinois regiment.

CHARLES DE LESSEPS VISITS HIS FATHER— 
STATUS OF THE ENTERPRIS4Y. 

Paris, Feb. 13.—Oharles de Lesseps has re 
ceived permission to see his father. He will 
be taken to La Chesnaye to-day guarded by 
detectives and will return to prison in the 
evening. 

A COLOMBIAN INTERVIEW. 

Figaro this morning publishes a four-column 
Interview with Dr. Nunez, President of Col 
ombia, signed Felix Dubois, dated January, 
at Carthagena des Indes. Among other 
things, Dr. Nunez says: **Before 
all other things the Colombian 
Government will grant a preference 
to the French proposais for completing the 
Panama Canal if assurance should be ob- 
tained that operations will be resumed. It 
is doubted whether French capital will be 
found ready to support the enterprise any 
longer. 

The correspondent gives a resume of the 
tone of the local press and the loca! feeling, 
which he says is distinctly in opposition of 
the Panama company’s concession. 

This hostile feeling is largely due to the 
high-handed attitude of Bonaparte Wyse. 
When the latter went over in 1891 to nego- 
tiate in behalf of the French company a re- 
ne wal ofthe concession, the question of the 
Colombian Government itself finishing the 
canal was then touched upon. Bat this scheme 
was characterized by the President as a 
Deautiful dream ofthe patriot. His country 
had not the resources to do it. He said the 
only scheme in this direction which had ap- 
peared to him at all feasible was his united 
action with that of Gen. Crespo, President of 
Venezuela, or perhaps a kind of confedera- 
tion of all Central American States. 

This scheme did not appear to the corre- 
spondent to inspire much confidence in 
President Nunez. After saying that he was 
strongly in favor of a development ofj the 
railroads in Colombia, he recognized that 
railroads could not be 80 valu- 
able to the State in making it a com- 
mercial center, as would the making of 
the canal. He had no _ propositions 
regarding the canal from London, 
He had received, however, ropo. 
sitions from the United States, which were 
more interested in the matter than any other 
country. They had besides certain rights in 
Panama under the treaty of 184. 

Eight days previous to the date of the inter- 
view, President Nunez had received a visit 
from an American, Col. Tysdell, with whom 
he had had only one interview, concerning 
the details of whose plans he really could not 
speak. He had simply advised the Colonel 
to submit plans to the Government 
at Bogota. He refused to give 
any details in connection with 
Col. Tysdell’s mission, but added that the 
United States hada national interest in see- 
ing the canal Gnished. That Government 
could not disregard the matter. In conclu- 
sion the correspondent could not say whether 
any promise had been either given or made 
by the American negotiator, or whether his 
mission was merely to test the matter. 


AN UXJUST VERDICT. 

Lonpon, Feb. 18.~—The Paris correspondent 
of the Ti mes reiterates his statement that the 
trial and decision in the Panama case were 
influenced by political considerations and 
quotes current gossipin Paristo prove the 
correctnegs of his belief. The decision was 
altered, he says, after the speech of. M. 
Cavaignac so that it might weaken the 
effect of the speech by surpassing 
M. Cavaignac’s claration in integrity, 
honor and national pride. On Thursday, 
hours before the reading of the decision , M. 
Eiffel was informed that he had been acquit- 
ted. The decision had been completed origin- 
ally the night before, but was so hastily and 
generally altered shortly before it was de- 
livered that Judge Perivier could hardly 
read it.

three years that he again entered the politics 
of the State and was waited upon by a dele- 
gation of the Legislature and urged to ac- 
cept the nomination for United States 
Senator.

Dr. Green, though making no pretensions 
to literary ability, has shown power with the 
pen. His argument against a proposed act 
of the National Government affecting tele- 
graph companies. wasa specimen of terse, 
clear, vigorous Engifth His mind was 
practical, and he pinned his faith on facts. 
His addresses were invariably informing, 
— yielded to humor only to confirm his 
point.

It was the habit of Mr. Orton at the close 
of the day to come home with much upfin- 
ished work with which to burden his after- 
dinner hours.

RALLROAD TAX MUDDLE. 


Facts of the Controversy Now Before the 
5 Courts of South Carolina. 
CoLtumBIA, S. C., Feb. 13.—The facts in the 
railroad tax muddle now pending in the 
United States Court in Charleston, are as fol- 
lows: Under the statutes of South Carolina 
railroads return their property for 
assessment to the county au- 
ditors. In 1891 this State board 


increased the valuation of railroad property 
in the State about $8,000,000 above what the 
companies had themselves returned their 
property, Whentime for taxpaying came 
some of the roads refused to pay more than 
was due on their own assessments, and the 
fizht in the courts, which began in February, 
1892, is;for the difference between the State 
assessment and that made by the roads, the 
amount in dispute of State, county 
and school taxes being about $80,000 
on all the roads. Injunctions were granted 
by the Judges of the United States 
burt restraining the county treasurers 
vom collecting their taxes, and after argu- 
ent the court claimed jurisdiction. Appeal 
12 taken by the State to the United States 
apreme Court on two cases involving less 
han $2,000 and that court decided about three

REAL ESTATE INTERESTS. 


Valuing the State Blind Asylum Property 
—The Belt Line. 

A favorable change in the weather made 
the real estate market brighterand more 
promising in appearance than it has been for 
a month past. Building operations were re- 
sumed this morning in all parts of the city 
with great activity. 

It was learned this morning that the Sena- 
torial Committee who was inthe city Satur- 
day to estimate the value of the Missouri 
State Blind Asylum property has arrived at 
the conclusion that the site is worth $400 
a foot; that is for the ground 


extending 309 feet deen along the east side of 
Nineteenth street through the entire block, 
with a frontage of 213 feet on Morgan street 
and 201 feet on Franklin avenue. 

Propositions to purchase the State prop- 
erty have been made by parties who are pre- 
sumably acting in the interest of railway 
companies, who are purchasing a right of 
way for tracks along Nineteenth street to 
Washington avenue from the western part of 
the city. Some time ago there was talk of 
selling the asylum property to one of the 
largest cigarette manufacturing concerns in 
the country, but the negotiations fell through. 

THE BELT LINB’S COUNTY ROUTE. 

Advices from Clayton, wherea plat of the 
proposed route of the Merchants“ Terminal 
Belt Line through St, Louis County has been 
filed for record, says: The road crosses the 
Suburban electric fine north of Wells Station 
and runs through the lands of Dr.

AFTER STATE PROPERTY. 

It is to be hoped that the information | 
imparted to the Senate Committee now 
here to look into the question of selling 
the Missouri Institute for the Blind, will 
not have to passthrough a strainer pre- 
pared by Railroad Attorney Phelps and his 
coadjutor, Senator Burks, before it reaches 
the committee. 

There is a big job in the proposed sale, 
and this pair of Senate steerers for the 
railroads probably possess a great deal of 
information on the subject which they are 
not willing to share with the members of 
the Senate. 

The bare lot on which the Institute 
stands is worth all of $200,000, and the 
building could not be replaced for much 
less than $100,000. Yeta scheme for get- 
ting it from the State for about $60,000 
came very near being rushed through the 
last Legislature, and was defeated with 
considerable difficulty. 

The selling movement grew out of indi- 
cations that a great deal of realestate has 
been purchased with a view to the loca- 
tion of railroad tracks through the north - 
ern part of the city to the siteof the 
depot on Washington ave- 
nue in the vicinity of the State’s 
Institute for the Blind. Of course 
that project if carried out would make the 
property far mort valuable,and at the same 
time not so well adapted to its present use. 
It is probably best for the State to sell the 
property, provided the selling is intrusted 
to the Governor and the trustees of the in- 
stitution appointed by him. 

But it will not do to leta ring of bood- 
lers and railroad attorneys arrange the 
modus operandi of this particular real 
estate transaction.

The 
Children’s faces were pinched and their 
clothes were patched and hung in rags. The 
mother’s face was pale and haggard. Her 
husband had left home that morning to 
again try to secure work. She told me that 
their fare for weeks had been just what I 
saw. Many days she had been without a 
bite and meat was entirely unknown to 
them.’’ 

Many storekeepers have closed their doors, 
being forced to the wall, and others have 
adopted a casù trade system. On the stree- 
corners knots of men meet gravely discust 
sing the deplorable condition of things. 
Numerous theories are advanced as to the 
real cause of the depression. They claim 
that the price of coal Just now at tidewater 
is higherand the demand more active than 
it has been for years, and they fall to under- 
stand why the Reading company refuses to 
operate its mines.

Squatters Move Onto Lands Ceded to 
a Railway Company in South Dakota, 
CHAMBERLAIN, 8. D., Feb. 13.—The at- 

tempted filing by homsteaders on the land 

granted the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 

Co. for right of way across the ceded Sioux 

lands to tHe Black Hills promises to cause 

much trouble before the matter is endea. 

The above company was granted the right 
of way at the time the Sloux reservation was 
opened to settlement, the agreement being 
that the raflroad would have the line built 
andin operation before the expiration of 
three years. 

The three years expired yesterday without 
a foot of road having been constructed dur- 
ing the three years just past, and In conse- 
quence many settlers believed there was 
a good opportunity to sequre farmson the 
choice portions of the land granted the rall- 
road company for right of way and terminal 
facilities. A 640-acre tract of railroad land on 
the Missouri, near Lower Brule Agency, and 
188 acres adjoining this city on the north 
were considered the choicest portions of the 
land forfeited by the Milwaukee Company, 
and it Was upon these two tracts that the 
squatters settled mostthickly, every 100 feet 
square having & settler. 

These settlers had their filing papers in

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION. | 


New York Bankers Urging the Issue of 
Government Bonds. 

NEw Tonk, Feb. 13.~—Geo. G. Williams, 
President of the Chemical National Bank and 
of the Clearinghouse Association, said yester- 
day: I do not regard the financial situa- 
tion as satisfactory. In my opinion it will 
soon be necessary to issue bonds to increase 
the gold reserve in the United States Treas- 
ury. Something certainly must be done and 
the Secrerary cannot make a mistake if he 
acts promptly. 

It $50,000,000 of bonds were issued the 
effect would be to stiffen the rates of interest 
and that would terd to stop the gold ship- 
ments. The money markets of the world are 
so closely in touch with one another by cable 
that the issuing of $50,000,000 of gold bonds 
would be known on the other side as soon ag 
interest would be 


strengthened. 

The advances from the banks have almost 
reached their limit and now relief must be 
had from some other source. The banks 
Ido not think will be disposed to do much 
more in that direction. 

If the Administration does not see fit to 
issue bonds to increase the reserve fund the 
new Administration will have to take that 
step. In no event must we be placed on a 
silver basis. In my opinion Secretary Foster 
will meet the issue and relieve the strain by — 
issuing bonds.’’ 

William W. Sherman, President of the Na.

The question which 1s pene trons 
of the sportisthe picking of the winner of 
the Hall-Fitzsimmons match, Aside from fa- 
voriteism the question is probably the most 
difficult of its kind offered for a solution. That 
the men are evenly matched is beyond a 
doubt. Both are tall, shifty, strong, power- 
ful hitters and possessed of pluck and endur- 
ance.
